Aid Sought at|

Urban renewal made its first appearance in Tor-
rance last night when the City Council voted a cautious
go-ahead for a land acquisition program under the fed-

eral program.

An allocation of $205,744
for capital improvements at
the Torrance Municipal Air-
port has been announced by
the Federal Aviation Agency
under the Federal Airport
Act.

The funds will be used for
land acquisition for the clear
zone west of the runways, re-
location of threshold lights,
widening of the parking ap-
ron, and additions to the hold-
ing aprons on the major run-
way.

The allocation is subject to|
approval of the project ap-
plications by the FAA,

.

WHILE announcing the
allocations of funds, airport
manager Jack Egan also said
the Torrance Airport is now
ranked eighth in the United
States in the number of oper-
ations, The ranking is deter-
mined solely on the basis of
the number of aircraft move-
ments without regard to air-
port size,

Egan said the airport
ranked 38th three years ago
and is now ranked above such
major airports as Los Angeles
International, O'Hare Field in
Chicago, and John F. Ken-
nedy Airport in New York, A
total of 196,000 aircraft move-
ments were reported at the
Torrance Airport, Egan said.

The area is generally bounded
by Pacific Coast Highway, the
airport, Lomita Boulevard,
and Hawthorne Avenue.

The federal program was
recommended by City Man-
ager Edward J. Ferraro as the
solution to a sometimes try-
ing program which began as a
rezoning case. Property own-
ers protested the proposed
rezoning of their R-2 property
to M-1 as “inverse condemna-
tion.”

THE PROBLEM has been
complicated by a building
moratorium in the area which
was extended some weeks ago
when the council postponed
action on the case pending
the development of an ac-
quisition program,

Under the proposed urban
renewal program, the city will
acquire the property with
funds granted by the federal
government. A plan for de-
velopment will be drawn, with
the federal government again
supplying most of the cash.

THE CITY actually would
pay for one-third of the cost
of the entire program. Some
land acquired as part of the
airport clear zone could be in-
cluded in the project, thus re-
ducing the city's required
share of money.

Residents of the area met
with city officials and repre-

|sentatives of the Federal

Housing and Home Finance
Agency (FHHFA) and gener-
ally approved the program, It
would take about 6 months,
barring major difficulties or
delays, before the land ac-
quisition program could begin,

IN THE MEANTIME, the
building moratorium contin-
ues to be in effect,

Ferraro said recent Su-
preme Court decisions have
held airports liable under “in-
verse condemnation” result-
ing from flights over adjacent
properties, He cited three
other reasons for his recom-
mendation:

New Police Facility
Gets First Approval

Tentative design approval
for an addition of 12,000
square feet to the city's police
facilities was voted by City
Councilmen last night. Cost
of the addition is estimated
at about $250,000.

Councilmen approved a de-
sign calling for a one-story
addition at the west end of
the existing station and a full
bhasement under the new
wing. The design also incor-
porates a new prisoner un-
loading area and aditional jail
facilities,

Koebig and Koebig, Archi-
tects and Engineers, designed
the new additions, Designs
are an outgrowth of prelimi-
nary studies by the firm on
the proposed emergency op-
erating center,

The 12,000 square feet of
new space will more than
triple the existing station
area. Torrance now has 5,220
square feet in the station—a
space described by Chief Wal-
ter H. Koenig as completely
inadequate for the day-to-day
